Wahoo  Coin  Club 


January  30,  1961  the  Wahoo  Coin  Club  was  organized  by 
Hans  Andresen,  Walter  Carlstom,  Evald  Brodd,  Gus  Ander¬ 
son  and  Lee  Andresen.  At  this  first  organizational  meeting 
which  was  held  in  the  home  of  Gus  Anderson  the  constitution, 
by-laws  and  regulations  of  the  Wahoo  Coin  Club  were  drafted, 
temporary  officers  were  elected  and  the  first  meeting  date  was 
set  for  the  first  Saturday  of  the  month,  February  4,  1961 ,  in  the 
basement  of  the  City  Fire  Hall  at  8  P.M.  It  was  also  decided 
that  charter  members  would  be  any  members  joining  by  the 
April  meeting  and  55  people  did  join  in  that  time  period.  It’s 
interesting  to  note  that  the  person  elected  as  the  first  presi¬ 
dent  in  1961  is  still  an  active  member  of  the  Club  in  2010. 

In  the  Coin  Club  Issues  of  Nebraska  (1994)  by  Steve  Drake 
and  John  Veach  it  stated  that  the  Wahoo  Coin  Club  had  is¬ 
sued  the  largest  variety  of  numismatic  items  in  the  state.  It 
had  issued  two  designs  of  medals,  wooden  nickels,  wooden 
crowns,  wooden  flats,  proof  set  holders  and  a  key  chain.  The 
first  Club  medal  was  issued  in  1967  in  commemoration  of  the 
State’s  centennial.  The  second  medal  commemorated  the 
Club’s  25th  anniversary.  Wooden  nickels  were  issued  for  the 
Coin  Club  shows  from  1965-1976.  Proof  set  holders  were 
made  to  commemorate  the  Club’s  organization  in  1961  and  its 
1st,  2nd,  3rd  and  30th  anniversary.  The  key  chain  was  made  for 
the  Club’s  25th  anniversary.  The  wooden  flats  were  made  to 
commemorate  the  Club’s  10th  and  15th  anniversaries.  A  round 
wooden  dollar  was  made  to  commemorate  the  Club’s  20th  an¬ 
niversary.  For  the  Club’s  25th  anniversary  a  wooden  crown

was  issued. 

The  Wahoo  Coin  Club  meets  at  the  Saunders  County  Museum 
on  the  first  Saturday  of  the  month  except  in  December  when  it 
meets  on  the  second  Saturday.  The  meeting  begins  at  7:30 
PM  and  consists  of  a  general  business  meeting,  approximately 
$40.00  worth  of  door  prizes,  a  50/50  raffle  for  members  only, 
refreshments  and  a  coin  auction. 

There  is  a  Y.N.  program  for  collectors  that  are  in  high  school  or 
younger.  The  Y.N.’s  have  a  short  meeting  before  the  regular 
Club  meeting.  A  Y.N.  auction  is  held  at  7  P.M.  before  the  May 
and  November  meetings.  The  coins  are  purchased  with  Y.N. 
money  that  is  earned  by  attending  meetings  and  doing  various 
duties  and  activities. 

Each  year  the  Club  has  been  having  a  Coin  Show  where  peo¬ 
ple  can  buy,  sell  or  trade  those  numismatic  items  of  interest  to 
them.  A  raffle  and  hourly  door  prize  drawings  are  included. 

The  Club  also  puts  on  a  soup  supper,  a  chicken  picnic,  a  make- 
your-  own  sundae  night  and  a  Christmas  party  with  a  white  ele¬ 
phant  auction  for  the  members’  enjoyment.  Anyone  with  per¬ 
fect  attendance  at  the  end  of  the  year  receives  a  silver  eagle. 

The  Wahoo  Coin  Club  has  a  display  case  in  the  Wahoo  Public 
Library.  A  variety  of  coins,  paper  money,  tokens  or  other  inter¬ 
esting  coin-related  items  are  placed  there  and  rotated  by  the 
Coin  Club  members.  Also,  the  “Coinage”  magazine  is  sub¬ 
scribed  to  by  the  Coin  Club  for  use  at  the  Library.

The  coming  phase  out  of  the  incandescent  light  bulb.

The  way  dealers  light  their  tables  at  shows  across  the 
country  is  changing  in  a  couple  of  years.  On  Decem¬ 
ber  18,  2007  a  little-noticed 
provision  in  an  energy  bill,  liter¬ 
ally  flips  the  switch  on  the 
125-year-old  incandescent 
light  bulb  in  favor  of  a  new 
generation  of  energy-efficient 
lights. 

The  energy  bill  will  phase  out 
incandescent  light  bulbs  in  the 
next  2  to  10  years  in  favor  of 
compact  fluorescent,  halogen, 


Under  the  measure, 
all  light  bulbs  must 
use  25  percent  to  30 
percent  less  energy 
than  today’s  products 
by  201 2  to  2014. 

The  phase  out  will 
start  with  100-watt 
bulbs  in  January 
2012  and  end  with 
40-watt  bulbs  in 
January  2014.

With  the  phase  out,  the 
U.S.  is  projected  to  cut 
light  bulb  electricity  use 
by  60  percent  by  2020.

Only  time  will  answer 
that,  but,  if  you  like  incandescent  bulbs,  you  may 
want  to  think  about  buying  some  prior  to  the  phase 
out.

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A  Look  At  Nebraska  Elongated  Coins

A  few  years  before  Mel  Stark  passed  away,  1  had  the  oppor¬ 
tunity  to  visit  him  at  his  home  in  Omaha.  Mel  was  the  for¬ 
mer  curator  of  the  PhilaMatic  Center  at  Boystown  and  was 
instrumental  in  producing  some  of  the  elongated  coins  asso¬ 
ciated  with  Nebraska. 

The  first  elongated  coin  design  I  am  going  to 
mention  is  the  "Nebraska  Centennial  Celebra¬ 
tion."  The  design  has  an  outline  of  the  state 
with  "NEBRASKA"  within.  Also  on  the  design 
is  "CENTENNIAL  CELEBRATION",  "1867 
1967"  and  "100  YEARS  OF  STATEHOOD".  Mel 
stated  that  one  thousand  wheat  and  memorial  cents  were 
made  and  ten  dimes  were  produced.  Please  note  that  these 
mintage  figures  come  from  Mel.  Later,  I  ran  across  some  in¬ 
formation  that  one  hundred  and  fifty  nickels  were  made,  one 
of  which  I  have  in  my  collection.  Also,  I  have  obtained  a  half 
dollar  and  understand  that  quarters  may  have  also  been 
made. 

The  next  elongated  design  is  a  Ne¬ 
braska  Statehood  design.  The  design  is 
similar  to  a  5  cent  U.S.  postage  stamp.  It 
shows  a  steer  overlaying  an  ear  of  corn. 

Because  the  date  on  my  cent  is  1968-D,  I 
believe  the  design  was  produced  after 
the  postage  stamp  was  issued. 

Mel  was  connected  with  elongated  coins  marking  the  Ne¬ 
braska  National  Champion  football  season  in  1970-1971.  He

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2009  Lincoln  Cent  Mintage 

The  2009  Lincoln  Cents  are  turning  out  to  have  some  surprising 
low  mintage  figures  compared  to  prior  years.  The  low  mintages  are 
a  result  of  the  economy,  which  has  driven  old  coins  back  into  circu¬ 
lation,  diminishing  the  need  to  produce  new  coins.  Additionally,  be¬ 
cause  the  2009  Lincoln  Cent  will  have  four  different  designs,  the 
mintage  must  also  be  divided  across  four  different  coins. 

The  low  number  of  coins  minted  have  also  experienced  limited  dis¬ 
tribution  since  the  Federal  Reserve  is  working  through  a  glut  of  old 
coinage  before  new  coins  are  released. 

The  low  mintage,  limited  distribution,  and  heavy  demand  for  the 
2009  Lincoln  Pennies  have  combined  to  quickly  drive  up  prices  on 
the  secondary  markets.  Whether  or  not  these  prices  eventually 
come  down,  when  the  dust  settles,  the  2009  Lincoln  Pennies  will 
have  the  lowest  mintages  for  their  denomination  in  decades. 

The  final  mintage  for  the  2009  "Birthplace",  "Formative  Years",  and 
"Professional  Life"  Lincoln  Cents  have  now  been  provided  by  the 
United  States  Mint.  Mintage  figures  for  the  “Presidency”  Lincoln 
Cents  are  not  yet  available  from  the  Mint.

said  there  were  two  thousand  cents  made,  six  buffalo  nickels, 
forty  Jefferson  nickels,  one  hundred  silver  Roosevelt  dimes, 
ten  Mercury  dimes  and  six  silver  Washington  quarters,  (it 
seems  to  me  that  Mel  almost  always  had  six  silver  quarters 
struck  of  every  design  he  made.) 

In  1976,  two  thousand  cents,  one  hundred  silver  Roosevelt 
dimes  and  six  silver  Washington  quarters  were  made  with  a 
PhilaMatic  Center  design. 


In  1977,  Boys  town  celebrated  its  60  th 
Mel  had  two  thousand  cents,  fifty 
dimes,  six  silver  Washington  quar- 
commemorate  the  event;  a  single 
ken  was  also  over-struck 
with  the  design.

To  commemorate  the 
500th  meeting  of  the  Omaha  Coin 
1979,  Mel  again  had  elongated  corns 

made.  There  were  one  thousand  Lin-  coha  cents,  10 

Indian  cents,  three  hundred  dimes  (a  mixture  of  Mercury,  sil¬ 
ver  Roosevelt  and  clad  dimes),  and  six  silver  Washington 
quarters. 


The  next  issue  is  probably  not  known  to  many  collectors.  The 
design  shows  a  mailbox  on  a  post;  beneath  the  mailbox  is  the 
word  "CHRISTMAS".  The  design  is  similar  to  the  1979 
Christmas  stamp.  This  elongated  commemorates  the  First 
Day  Cover  that  was  issued  in  Omaha.  Mel  had  other  memo¬ 
rabilia  connected  with  this  event  at  his  home  as  well.  Mel  did 
not  mention  the  mintage  of  this  issue. 


The  final  elongated  design  Mel  was 
connected  with  was  for  the  opening  of 
the  first  Byron  Reed  Coin  exhibit  at  the  Western  Heritage  Mu- 
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seum  in  Omaha  in  1989.  Mel  had  one  thousand 
eight  1891  (the  year  of  Reeds  death)  Indian 
cents,  five  Liberty  nickels,  six  buffalo  nick¬ 
els,  eight  Jefferson  nickels,  six  Mercury 
dimes,  ten  silver  Roosevelt  dimes  and  six  sil¬ 
ver  Washington  quarters  struck  for  the  event. 

The  next  two  elongated  designs  are  ones  that  I  personally 
oversaw  the  production  on.  In  1991, 1  had  some  personal 
elongated  coins  made  with  a  design  of  a  duck  surrounded  by 
"CHRISTMAS  1991  FROM  THE  DRAKE'S  OMAHA<  NE". 
Two  hundred  and  fifty  cents  were  made,  along  with  ten  each 
of  nickels,  dimes  and  quarters.  In  1992, 1  was  also  connected 
with  the  NNA's  commemoration  of  125  years  of  Nebraska 
statehood.  Three  hundred  and  fifty  cents,  eleven  nickels,  ten 
dimes  and  ten  quarters  were  struck  for  this  event. 

Roger  Winkelhake  of  Lincoln  had  elongated  cents  and  nickels 
made  to  advertise  his  coin  business.  The  nickel  had  a  different 
design  from  the  elongated  pennies.  In  1995,  Roger  oversaw 
the  production  of  an  elongated  cent  commemorating  the  cen¬ 
tennial  of  the  Nebraska  Department  of  Roads. 

In  1969,  the  SAC-Midwest  Coin  Club  issued  an  elongated  cent 
for  its  club.  The  Nebraska  Numismatic  Association  had  an 
elongated  design  for  cents,  nickels,  dimes  and  quarter  made 
for  the  Nation's  Bi-Centennial  in  1976. 

In  1980,  the  Central  States  Numismatic  society  held  its  annual 
convention  in  Lincoln.  There  was  a  rolling  machine  at  the 
convention,  so  several  different  coins  were  used  to  make  elon¬ 
gated  items. 

There  are  many  different  elongated  coins  connected  with  Ne- 
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braska  that  are  not  mentioned  in  this  article.  Collectors  can 
go  to  www.pennycollector.com  to  find  out  where  present- 
day  elongated  machines  are  located  in  Nebraska.  The  web¬ 
site  lists  machines  in  Alliance,  Ashland,  Hastings,  Hebron, 
Kearney,  LaVista,  Lincoln,  Minden,  North  Platte,  Omaha 
and  Sidney.  It  also  lists  former  machines  in  Gothenburg  and 
Lincoln. 


For  example,  the  website  tells  you  where  four  different  ma¬ 
chines  are  located  at  the  Henry  Doorly  Zoo  in  Omaha.  Three 
machines  have  four  dif¬ 
ferent  designs  for  pen¬ 
nies,  while  one  ma¬ 
chine  has  four  designs 
for  quarters.  One  can  also 
find  machines  at  any 
Cabela's  location 
throughout  the  Mid¬ 
west. 


My  son  and  I  always  check  the  website  before  we  travel  to 
see  where  there  are  elongated  machines  close  to  where  we 
are  traveling.  Most  elongated  machines  take  two  quarters 
and  one  penny.  You  can  have  an  inexpensive  souvenir  of 
your  trip  for  only  51  tf.  Collecting  elongated  coins  can  be  a 
fun  addition  to  your  coin  collecting. 


That  was  just  one  of  many  fascinating  stories  that  could  be  told  about 
coins,  currency  and  collectors  in  the  State  of  Nebraska.  Do  you  have  a 
story  that  you  would  like  to  tell?
